New border dashes 
reported by Russ 
with Red Chinese 


MOSCOW (UPI1 — The Soviet Union to­ 
day announced two more border clashes 
with Chinese 
Communist troops in the 
past 24 hours in which more Soviet sol­ 
diers were killed and wounded. No exact 
casualty figures were disclosed. 
The announcement by the official news 
agency Tass said Chinese troops Fri­ 
day and today invaded Damansky island 
in the Ussuri River, site of the March 2 
battle which triggered angry outbursts 
from both major Communist powers. It 
charged the Chinese used artillery and 
mortar fire in the attack. 
The March 2 battle ended with 31 
Soviet soldiers killed, many of them 
bayonetted by Chinese troops as they lay 
wounded on the frozen battlefield, ac­ 
cording to the Kremlin. 
Tass reported that new battles broke 
out around the disputed island on March 
14 and 15. It said “ there were killed and 
wounded” in the fighting today. 
Soviet sources in Moscow said the 
fight today lasted five hours. 
They said the Chinese troops attacked 
in battalion strength across the frozen 
river under cover of artillery and mor­ 
tar fire. 
A “ severe protest” by Moscow to Pe­ 
king warned the Soviet Union and “ all its 
peoples will resolutely defend it and give 


a crushing rebuff to such violations.” 
It also warned the Chinese Commu­ 
nists of “ possible grave consequences of 
such kinds of adventurist actions.” 
The Chinese embassy rejected the 
Soviet protest and said it constituted 
a “ new provocation,” a Chinese diplo­ 
matic 
source said. He quoted an em­ 
bassy 
spokesman as saying that “ if 
such provocations continue, 
we will 
give them a decisive rebuff.” The Pe­ 
king embassy also referred to its note 
of March 13 which accused the Soviets 
of provocations almost every day since 
the March 2 clash.

The March 2 clash was followed by 
massive demonstrations around the So­ 
viet embassy in Peking and in other Chi­ 
nese cities in which Peking Radio said 
more than 400 million persons took part. 
Anti-Chinese demonstrations also were 
staged outside the Chinese Communist 
embassy in Moscow. 


The office Tass announcement on the 
latest border fighting said: 
“ A big armed detachment of Chinese 
soldiers, supported by artillery and 
mortar fire from the bank, attacked 
Soviet frontier guards who were protect­ 
ing the island. They were killed and 
wounded as a result.” 
Warsaw leaders arrive 
for summit conference 


BUDAPEST (UPD - Warsaw Pact 
leaders led by a seven man delegation 
Trem the Soviet Union began arriving 
today under heavy security for a summit 
conference on the Sino-Soviet border con­ 
flict, Czechoslovakia, Berlin and other 
crucial issues facing their alliance. 
The session star ting Monday will be the 
first Soviet bloc summit since the in­ 
vasion of Czechoslovakia last Aug. 20. 
It had originally been scheduled to 
last three days, but official sources said 
today the conference probably will last 
only one day because the participants 
had decided to forego discussions on ec­ 
onomic matters until later — possibly 
next month. 
Topping the list of subjects will be the 
March 2 firefight between Russian and 
Red Chinese border troops in Siberia 
which killed 31 Soviet soldiers. It was 
the most violent in a string of Krem­ 
lin Peking incidents since the two pow­ 
ers started vying for Communist world 
leadership 10 years ago. 
Attending the conference will be heads 
of state, foreign ministers and military 
leaders of the seven Warsaw Pact coun­ 
tries — the Soviet Union, Poland, Bul­ 
garia, Romania, Hungary, EastGermany 
and Czechoslovakia. The Warsaw Pact 
is the Communist equivilant of NATO. 
Political sources said one outcome 
of the meeting could be an agreement 
by pact members to assume greater re­ 
sponsibility 
for defending the Soviet 
bloc’s frontier with central Europe, thus 
allowing Russian troops to be diverted 
to the Chinese Communist border. 
Heading the Soviet delegation was par­ 
ty First Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev. 
Accompanying him were Premier Alexei

is one year old tomorrow — a model of 
the multi - purpose facility, that is, not 
the real thing. 
A year ago tomorrow, the City of 
Lompoc unveiled a five by 12-foot scale 
relief model of the dam in a premier 
display at the Knights of Columbus Hall, 
523 E. Chestnut Ave. 
From that humble beginning the color­ 
ful model went on to perform in a score 
of prominent locations where it was seen 
by untold hundreds of thousands of per­ 
sons. 
in May the huge display will be exhib­ 
ited in Disneyland Hotel in Anaheim, and 
shortly thereafter, it will be displayed 
in the rotunda of the Pentagon in Wash­ 
ington. 
The model depicts a water conserva­ 
tion and flood control facility that has 
been proposed by the Bureau of Recla­ 
mation for the Santa Ynez River south­ 
east of Lompoc. 
During its year of travel the scale 
model was on display in a score of loca­ 
tions including the state capital in Sac­ 
ramento, where Gov. Ronald Reagan in­ 
spected it and got a briefing on the proj­ 
ect. 
Besides those that have been mention­ 
ed, the locations included Lompoc Sav­ 
ings and Loan Association at Ocean 
Avenue and 
H Street; County Fair 
Grounds in Santa Maria; three occa­ 
sions at Vandenberg Air Force Base; 
three occasions in the County Adminis­ 
tration Building in Santa Barbara; at a 
meeting of Lompoc Lions Club; Anaheim 
Convention Center; Bureau of Reclama­ 
tion Building in Sacramento; Miramar 
Hotel in Santa Barbara; and tne Valley 
Club, Lompoc.

SAIGON 
(UPD — The Communists 
marked the end of the third week of their 
winter - spring offensive today with 65 
shellings of towns and Allied camps — 
the heaviest one - night bombardment 
since the drive’s first day. 
In addition, military spokesmen said, 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese troops 
slammed ground attacks into U.S. Ma­ 
rines below the 
Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) and into American soldiers guard­ 
ing the approaches to Saigon 
Ten Marines died and 40 were wounded 
in throwing back North Vietnamese sol­ 
diers who charged into their camp two 
miles south of the border DMZ. Twenty- 
three guerrilla bodies were left on the 
battlefield Friday. 
The Saigon-area battle 38 miles north 
of the city cost 17 Viet Cong lives under 
a punishing U S air and artillery bom­ 
bardment. One American was reported 
wounded breaking the attack, war com­ 
muniques said. 
At the hamlet level, where the offen­ 
sive has produced its most gains for 
the guerrillas, Communist soldiers in­ 
vaded nine rural communities overnight, 
killing 15 civilians, wounding 20 and kid­ 
naping six. 
U S figures show that in the first two 
weeks of the offensive, 350,000 South 
Vietnamese peasants at the hamlet level 
lost government security to the Com­ 
munists.

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School trustees to face 
crisis budget decisions 
Ü 
Financially hard pressed Lompoc Uni­ 
fied School Board Monday will consider 
the following budgetary proposals for fis­ 
cal year 1969-70: 
—Permissive override taxes totalling 
$1.25. The sum includes a rerun on 37 
cents that was invoked last year for the 
first time and an additional 88 cents. 
—Program cuts with a net total of 
$60,276 
A total cutback of $88,576 
was partially counterbalanced by the 
proposed addition of expenditures total­ 
ling $28,300. 
—An administration proposal of the 
first $400,000 in net income to be used 
for all teacher and classified salary In­ 
creases. An employe negotiating council 
proposal for the first $500,000 for sal­ 
ary increases. The respective sums 
cover all employe positions except for 
the top four in administration. 
—An additional administration propo­ 
sal that the maximum amount that will 
be appropriated towards salaries for all 
district employes will not exceed $600,- 
000 based on the first $1 million net 
income. 
The employes’ negotiating council on 
the other hand has asked for a figure 
of $700,000 on the first $1 million of net 
income. 
—An administration and negotiating 
counsel proposal to divide the possible 
increased income, 80.83 per cent, to the 
district’s 633 teachers and 19.17 per 
cent to classified personnel. A total of 
about 1,000 employes are involved. 
In any event, teachers and classified 
personnel will have to decide how to 
divide their respective portions on the 
basis of seniority and other considera­ 
tions. 
All salary proposals are based on the 
pre-requisite that the district balance 
overcome a deficit of $762,000. School 
Superintendent Glen Wegner's proposal 
for an additional 88 cents in permis­ 
sive override taxes will raise about 
$687,000 leaving a remaining deficit of 
about $75,000, Program cuts have been 
proposed to make up most of the remain­ 
ing deficit. 
The percentage increases for individu­ 
al employes can not be determined at 
this time, until the district knows the 
exact amount which will be available 
and then only when the employes deter­ 
mine how they want the money disbursed. 
Despite the critical problems posed 
by the financial crisis, Wegner told the 
trustees in a document which will be 
viewed public officially Monday, that he 
is optimistic that more monies will come 
to the district before the summer is out. 
He bases his feelings on the following: 
—The governor has included $110 mil­ 
lion for public school support in his 
proposed budget. 
—The legislators, state department of 
Education, California Teachers Asso­ 
ciation and the California School Boards 
Association are actively supporting a 
larger state apportionment finance bill. 
-One bill in the works would prohi­ 
bit the state from adjusting its appor­ 
tionment to school districts that receive 
federal Public Law 874 monies. The 
state has now placed 25 per cent due 
militarily impacted areas such as Lom­ 
poc in escrow, pending the appeal against 
an injunction secured by about 100 dis­ 
tricts in the state. 
—A new federal law will prohibit the 
state from withholding its apportionment 
from any school district receiving P.L. 
874 funds as of July I, 1970. 
—The district has asked the state to 
enact a statewide tax to equalize educa­ 
tional support for all children in the 
state. 
This year the Lompoc school district 
spent $597 for each of its approximate 
14,000 students. 
The local district has a general fund 
tax rate of $2.62, or a total tax rate 
including everything except the junior 
college, of $3.76. The junior college 
would add another 50 cents to the total. 
It was uncertain how much the propos­ 
ed 88 cents in permissive override tax­ 
es would actually raise the total. Last 
year the district board invoked 37 cents 
in the permissive override taxes, but the 
net gain was only 19 cents because reduc­ 
tions in other fixed and mandatory charg­ 
es. 
Last year teachers got salary raises 
of about 3.5 per cent. 
Robert Hedlund, a history andGerman 
teacher at Lompoc High School, last 
night was elected to succeed Jack Lun­ 
dy as president of Lompoc Educational 
Association.

Friday the militant 1 hird World Lib­ 
eration Front and Berkeley teaching as­ 
sistants suspended a violent seven-week 
strike which at one time prompted the 
deployment of more than 1,000 national 
guardsmen near the school 
They said the strike was suspended 
because of progress made toward reali­ 
zation of their major goal, creation of a 
college of ethnic studies. 
Negotiations have been underway be­ 
tween the strike leaders and university 
officials for a week. 
A spokesman for the strikers said a 
major 
reason for the decision was a 
strong endorsement by the academic sen- 
ate of an ethnic studies department which 
would evolve into a college of ethnic 
studies. 
The mUitants emphasized they would 
now wait to see how fast the project 
goes forward. “ Under no circumstances 
should it be assumed that our strike 
has ended,” a spokesman said. 
Berkeley Chancellor Roger W Heyns 
said “ everybody is very pleased” with 
the cessation of the strike. But, he said, 
police would remain on the campus for as 
long as “ techniques of violence and 
vandalism continue.”

Assembly report seeks 
outside prisoner jobs

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - A 
rep o rt com piled by thp A ssem ­ 
bly staff urg es that inm ates be 
given paying jobs in p rivate in­ 
dustry because prison work pro 
g ram s are unsuccessful. 
The 68 - page rep o rt said in­ 
m ates would be trained 
for 
higher paying jobs when they 
leave prison and could use the 
money earned while in prison 
to pay “ room and bo ard ” and 
help keep th e ir fam ilies off wel­ 
fare. 
“ The inm ate can only work 
at blue-collar or m enial occupa­ 
tio n s,” said the report released 
F riday 
by 
A ssem blym an 
W. 
C raig Biddle, R - R iverside, 
chairm an of the select com m it­ 
tee 
on the adm inistration of 
justice. 
“ Even the m ost m otivated in­ 
m ate cannot, while in prison, 
engage in any work that would 
in crease his opportunity to en­ 
te r 
highly 
paid 
occupations 
upon re le a se ,” it added. 
About $5.6 m illio n -sev en per 
cent of the cu rren t prison budg- 
e t—would be paid to the state 
if each of the 3,100 inm ates now 
in work p ro g ram s paid $5 per 
day for room and board at the 
prison. 
“ If an inm ate was considered 
a good em ploye while in p rison, 
the firm for whom he worked 
should be expected to provide 
em ploym ent for him upon his 
rele a se when an app ro p riate 
opening was av ailab le,” the re­ 
port said. 
“ Em ploym ent 
of 
released 
prison inm ates is a big factor 
in th e ir su ccess or failu re on 
p aro le ,” Biddle said. “ It is ob­ 
vious from the rep o rt that in­ 
m ates have not had the oppor­ 
tunity to learn the n ecessary 
sk ills and work habits to com ­ 
pete effectively in the present 
labor m a rk e t.” 
The rep o rt ch aracterize d most 
em ploym ent p ro g ram s a s “ lit­ 
tle b etter than idleness. The ob­ 
jective of reducing idleness is 
obviously achieved by c o rre c ­ 
tional industry, but in a man­ 
n er that is no m ore successful 
than other 
institutional busy 
w ork p ro g ram s. 
“ Inm ates appear to be poorly 
m otivated and the sk ills taught 
a re often antiquated,” it said.

Explosion rips school 
in Gaza; students hurt

A powerful explosion ripped 
through a school in Israeli- 
occupied Gaza today, injuring 
15 
children, 
two 
of them 
seriously. One of the students 
lost an eye and another suffered 
severe chest wounds. 
The 13 other children received 
minor injuries but were taken 
to a hospital for observation. 
In another part of the city, 
students from an Arab girls 
school stoned passing vehicles 
on a main road to town in anti- 
Israeli violence. 
The incidents were the latest 
in a series of disorders inGaza 
and Israeli-occupied towns on 
the west bank of the Jordan 
River. The cause of the blast 
was not immediately known. 
Twice previously this week, 
Israeli authorities clamped cur­ 
fews on occupied towns whose 
residents 
defied them 
with 
violence. 
In Cairo, Egypt vowed today 
to recapture all its 
territory 
lost in the June, 1967, war and 
“ liberate” the Israeliteiritory 
of Palestine.

a statement

today by the semiofficial Cairo 
newspaper A1 Ahram, Riadsaid 
his government was convinced 
political efforts to resolve the

“ because of Israel’s expansion­ 
ist ambitions but also because 
America’s attitude was meant 
to deceive.” 
Riad said the Arab “ objective 
is the liberation of Palestine 
and not merely the liberation of 
the Sinai” desert seized by 
Israel during the six-day 1967 
war.

along the Suez Canal 
front, Israeli troops are pre­ 
pared to “ give much more than 
they take and in a much more 
effective manner without expos­ 
ing themselves to unduly high 
casualties.”

The War 
Defeated 
Liberalism

You m ust understand the 
collapse of theological liber­ 
alism 
in 
the 
advent and 
events of World W ar II. Lib­ 
eralism . with its allies of 
science and most branches 
of higher education, was able 
to overpower the dom inant 
fundam entalist church forces 
and thinkers around War I. 


For the quarter century 
following, theological liberal­ 
ism led by H arry Em erson 
Fosdick, Norm an Thomas, 
the Niebuhrs (at first) and 
latter-day followers of Wal­ 
ter Rauschenbusch was able 
to control 
the destiny 
of 
A m erican Protestant thought. 
S o c i e t y was improvable. 
W e s t e r n society was the 
source of decent social and 
political reform ; citizens of 
North A m erica as well as 
Europe were ready to bask 
in the fruits of a C hristen­ 
dom that had built cathed­ 
rals. blessed em pires and 
battled the heathen. 


The house wrecking began 
in the unpleasant disintegra­ 
tion of the European over­ 
seas em pires which fell in 
during the World War II con­ 
flict. 


The greatest shock of all 
was the rise of Adolf Hitler 
—spawned not in the w retch­ 
ed s l u m s of Bagdad nor 
weaned in the ghettos of 
China or Mongolia, but a 
gleaming, uniformed product 
of an outwardly Christian 
culture that had the academ ­ 
ic aw ards, scientific honors, 
m usical prowess, m edical in­ 
genuity and social graces of 
the highest rank. 


The cultural heritage that 
had produced an Einstein, 
Barth, Brunner, Beethoven, 
Bach, Bonhoeffer, the Nie­ 
buhrs—had become also the 
epitome of evil and wicked­ 
ness. 
It is a fact that six million 
Jew s were gassed, stacked 
and burned by a Christian 
culture.

For God is in the revolu­ 
tion, the alienation, the over­ 
throw, the protest, the little 
people in the square who are 
shaking their um brellas at 
the establishm ent e v e r y - 
where. 
B o n h o e f f e r saw this 
through the window of his 
cell. Here he has been buried 
for nearly a quarter of a cen­ 


tury and students carry his 
paperback writings in their 
Levis and Honda saddlebags. 
So young Bonhoeffer spoke, 
as the G e r m a n church 
cracked, splintered and dis­ 
solved before H itler’s m aul­ 
ing thrust. 
It was in 1932 that Bon­ 
hoeffer perceived enough of 
the Nazi movement and its 
d e a t h em brace with the 
Christian com m unity to say: 
No man builds the church 
but Christ alone. Whoever is 
minded to build the church 
is surely well on the way to 
destroying it. for he will 
build a temple to idols with­ 
out wishing or knowing it. 
. . . We must proclaim—He 
builds. We must pray to him 
that he may build. We do not 
know his plan. We cannot 
see whether he is building 
or pulling down. It may be 
that the times which by hu­ 
man standards are times of 
collapse are, for him, the 
great times of construction.

Talent, Curiosity 
And Initiative

Newspaper reporters gath­ 
er information on current 
events and w r i t e stories 
about them 
in weekly or 
daily newspapers. In cover­ 
ing current events they may 
interview people, l o o k at 
public 
r e c o r d s , 
attend 
planned n e w s happenings 
and do research. 
They take notes while col­ 
lecting the facts, w rite their 
stories after they get back 
to their office. Sometimes, 
to m eet deadlines, they tele­ 
phone their stories to rew rite 
men at the new spaper who 
write the stories for them. 
Large 
daily 
new spapers 
assign reporters to “ beats,” 
such as police stations or 


courts, to cover news orig­ 
inating there. Other news is 
handled by general assign­ 
ment reporters. 
Specialized r e p o r t e r s 
< usually on large new spapers 
in big cities) are well-versed 
in such fields as medicine, 
sports, science, labor rela­ 
tions, politics, business, re 
ligion, 
etc. 
Reporters 
on 
sm all newspapers get broad 
experience, covering all lo­ 
cal news. They also may 
take 
photographs, 
w r i t e 
headlines, 
lay 
out 
pages, 
even w rite editorials 
On the sm allest weeklies, 
they may even solicit adver­ 
tisem ents, sell subscriptions, 
and do general office work. 
Education and training? A 
college education is usually 
required, and graduate work 
is becoming increasingly im ­ 
portant. Your degree should 
be in journalism or in lib­ 
eral arts. Professional train­ 
ing in journalism can be had 
in about 170 colleges; 100 of 
them have separate depart­ 
m ents of journalism . 
The 
typical undergraduate jour­ 
nalism curriculum is offered 
during the junior and senior 
years in college, and is half 
professional and half cultur­ 
al. Students preparing to be 
new spaper reporters a l s o 
study copyreading, editing, 
feature writing and the his­ 
tory of journalism .

All Roads Lead 
To Slam Trouble

There is no particularly 
scientific way to bid the 
North-South cards and there 
is no really outstanding con­ 
tract. However, the chances 
are that alm ost any road 
would lead to the final con­ 
tract of six hearts. 


So you get there and West 
opens the eight of clubs. You 
look over dum m y and count 
11 sure tricks. 


One way to get 12 is to 
finesse dum m y’s queen of 
clubs right away. Against 
som e players that might be 
the winner. We know play­ 
ers who like to m ake de­ 
clarer decide at trick one. 
That type would lead from 
the king of clubs to force an 
im m ediate decision. On the 
other hand the eight does 
look like a short suit lead 
and you would do well to rise 
with dum m y’s ace of clubs. 


You do this and are in 
dum m y for the first and last 
time. You can try the trum p 
finesse. If it works you can 
lay down the ace next and 
hope to drop the king. F ail­ 
ing that you give the defense 
a trum p tricK, get back on 
lead and run all your red 
cards. Maybe the m an with 
the king of spades will un­ 
guard it. 


There is little chance for 
this to happen. Neither op­ 
ponent has anything else to 
hold except the king of clubs 
and somehow or other a club 
count will be available. 


This leaves the im m ediate 
spade finesse at your dis­ 
posal and you should try it. 
It is an even money chance 
and much b e t t e r from a 
m athem atical s t a n d p o i n t 
than the trum p play. In addi­ 
tion, you can lose the spade 
finesse and still m ake your 
contract. 


You only m iss five trum ps. 
T h e r e f o r e when you lay 
down your ace you have bet­ 
ter than a five per cent 
chance of picking up the 
king.

It Started in 1939 


C LEV ELA N D —(N E A )—The NCAA Basketball Tourna­ 
ment was established in 1939 as a result of a recommenda­ 
tion from the National Association of Basketball Coaches 
that a tournament be held to determine a true national 
champion. 
The bracket for the first championship called for one 
team to be selected from each of the eight geographical 
districts with a two-team final. Oregon defeated Ohio State 
(46-33) in the first National Collegiate finals at Northwest­ 
ern’s Patten Gymnasium. March 27. 1939. 
In 1951, the tournament format was changed to provide 
that champions of certain conferences be automatically 
qualified for the tournament, and the remainder of the field 
be made up of outstanding independents, or "at-large” 
teams. Since 1951, the size of the tournament field has 
tripled. 
In 30 years of the tournament, teams representing 138 
different colleges and universities have participated. Ken­ 
tucky has made the most appearances in the championship 
game (five) and is tied with UCLA for the most champion­ 
ships won (four).

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Campus' revolt 


No kindergarten kids have yet torn up the place over their 
right to spell out four-letter words with wooden blocks, but if 
it doesn’t happen it will only be because they have their hands 
full with three-letter words. 
A year or so ago, there were warnings that the college 
protest movement was bound to move downward into the senior 
high school grades. Well, it’s already down to the junior high 
schools. 
A survey of 1,000 principals in public and private schools, 
conducted by the National Association of Secondary School Prin­ 
cipals, reveals that among junior high schools, 56 per cent 
report protest activities of one kind or another compared to 
59 per cent of the senior highs. 
Dress and hair regulations head the list of complaints. One- 
third of the principals report objections to the dress code and 
one-quarter are embroiled in battles over hair lengths and 
styles. 
Smoking rules, cafeterias, assembly programs, censorship 


and regulation of school papers and scheduling of sports and 
social events are other targets of protest. 
Dissatisfaction with school programs, 
including teacher 
quality and assignment, 
students’ 
freedom to choose their 
teachers, curriculum 
content, homework, 
grades 
and 
exams, is also ‘ rampant.” 
You name it and somebody is protesting it. 
About the only encouraging discovery made by the survey 
is that difficulties between blacks and whites or other minori­ 
ties are cited by a mere 10 per cent of the principals. 
Many principals believe that the real target of all the pro­ 
testing is “society in general” or “the system.” And not only 
the kids, but their parents, their teachers and various com­ 
munity groups are getting in on it. 
In what must be the understatement of the decade, one school 
head observed: 
“ To be a principal in times like these is not for the faint­ 
hearted.”

WASHINGTON (NEAj 
The charge that Negro leader Bayard

the nation. 
Yet Rustin, a one-time Communist 
turned pragmatic democrat, sees the 
practical folly in all this. Today’s Amer­ 
ica is an interwoven society of organ­ 
izations with the enduring weight and 
force of a great Arctic ice sheet. 
At its softened edges (like the vul­ 
nerable colleges!, this society can beat- 
tacked with deceptive ease But it can 
no more be brought down by a handful 
of black and white rebels than Green­ 
land’s wind-ridden ice cap can be con­ 
quered 
by 
polar 
adventurers pulled 
across its wastes by struggling sled 
dogs. 
There is no place in America, truly, 
to withdraw and live apart. So Rustin de­ 
mands of black people extraordinary 
courage because he sees no practical 
alternative. 
For the white student radicals who 
sometimes join the cry for black separ­ 
atism and sometimes chip at the great 
ice sheet for other reasons, the call 
for social courage should also be loud­ 
ly heard and it should be far easier to 
answer. 
They are among the most privileged 
Americans living — generally of afflu- 
ent circumstance, aided by government 
money where this is not the case, among 
the few millions able to get the best 
education. 
As a “tribe,” they are fairly credit­ 
ed with perceptions that sensible adult 
Americans over 30 years of age are 
also capable of making — that the organ­ 
izational 
mass 
of 
government, of 
business, of the school system and all 
the rest Is quite engulfing and often dis­ 
couraging to individual freedom and ini- 
tlative. 
What the more thoughtful analysts of 
this society cannot forgive them is the 
futility of their response — their sub­ 
animal tirades of rage in which they 
burn, destroy, trample other humans 
and their rights, foul - mouthedly con­ 
demn in outrageous generalities — all 
in the name of fair assault on the things 
in society they find flawed. 
None of this is either bold or coura­ 
geous or idealistic. It is in fact a con­ 
fession of failure — their failure, not 
the system’s To the extent they band to­ 
gether in these totally unproductive en­ 
terprises, they have made a cult of 
failure. 
This society is not going down under the 
the radical assault, though it may be 
chipped at, bloodied, pushed slowly along 
a path of decay. Not even the youngest 
radical will live to see the day of des­ 
truction he screams must come tomor­

Sieged economies 


Prague's Soviet-sponsored Radio Vla- 
va has announced that some small busi­ 
nesses can be operated by their own 
proprietors, a bid to dampen some of 
the dissatisfactions. 
The bid means nothing where people 
sleep with one eye open waiting for 
the knock and, in fact, is meaningless. 
Red propagandists often imply that 
such innovations are a shift toward the 
working life and free attitudes of the 
free world. Hokus, hokey, hokum. They 
are sieged economies. 
Incentive 
pro­ 
grams, 
bonuses for 
more work, etc., are 
merely 
mechanical 
adjustments 
in 
the 
same machine. They 
have no more to do 
with capitalism 
and 
free 
enterprise than 
a change the warden 
might 
make at Sing 
Sing. 
If 
the prison shop 
manufactured 
brooms, the warden would be only in­ 
telligent if he allowed more exercise 
privileges and whatnot to those who 
boosted their output. But the inmates 
still are not going any place, still can 
be put instantly into solitary confine­ 
ment, and the warden’s control remains 
as absolute as ever. 
Poland’s CPN state petroleum trust, 
for example, has recently introduced 
commission agents into 200 of the gov­ 
ernment’s 1,089 filling stations. They 
get a small percentage on sales if they 
stay open 16 hours a day. But their 
boss remains the Communist 
party. 
In Bulgaria some branches of the 
same industries have been broken into 
semi-competitive units. But are we to 
forget that the government remains the 
only customer? 
The Romanian economic 
planner, 
pale-faced George Gaston Marin, would 
tell you about new incentives. But the 
work week (unmentioned) is 51 hours — 
six on Saturday — the workers get next 
to nothing, and if you strike you are 
shot dead. 
Castro pays Czechoslovakia to train 
his guerrillas, and also buys Czech ma­ 
chinery and guns, with Cuban sugar. 
But 
Czech beet-sugar, 
an important 
crop, is siphoned off to the Soviet Un­ 
ion, and at no gain to the Czech people. 
Their national output is exchanged for 
sugar they would otherwise already have. 
Czech railroads are in terrible shape. 
The immense Skoda works makes excel­ 
lent Diesel-electric locomotives. But 
they go for a pittance to the Soviet Un­ 
ion. So does the output of the Banta 
shoe works, Europe’s largest. There’s 
a shortage of the famous Pilsen beer 
and of the beautiful Czech glass wo 
so admire in America. The Soviet sim­ 
ply takes most of it — practically gra­ 
tis. 
Poland, 
claiming co’lectivism is a 
failure, decollectivized the farms 12 
years ago. About 85 per cent are pri­ 
vately owned. But T oland remains flat 
on its agricultural back and the farmers 
have nothing — nothing. 
Hungary, 
claiming private owner­ 
ship is a failure and blaming private 
ownership, collectivized the land nine 
years ago. The little-known fact is that 
Hungary did not collectivize its farms 
until 1960. About 96 per cent of the ara­ 
ble land is in 3,600 large-scale state 
farms. 
Hungary has always been the bread­ 
basket of the Balkans. For centuries her 
wheat cargoes studded the Danube. In 
fact, the world’s first agricultural col­ 
lege was established at Szarvas by pio­ 
neer Samuel Tessedik, and as long ago 
as 1780. Yet, instead of being export­ 
ed, Hungary’s wheat now runs nip and 
tuck with domestic needs. 
East Germany has removed potato 
rationing for the first time since 1938. 
It has taken 24 years since the war to 
do away with potato stamps, and they’ll 
probably be back with the now crop. 
Spare parts? Forget it. East Berlin’s 
Neus Deutschland newspaper specializes 
in wanted and available spare - parts 
advertisements, and the needs read like 
a junk yard in print. 
The Wartburg is a light car East 
Germany trades to Czechoslovakia for 
the Skoda, sturdy though styleless. You 
can get twice as much for it secondhand 


as you paid new. The reason is that it 
takes two or three years to get the car; 
the secondhand price is the premium 
for immediate delivery. 
The same is true in the barter mar­ 
kets that spread throughout most satel­ 
lite countries. Your raincoat off your 
back will bring four times as much in 
most places as a new raincoat. There 
just aren’t any. 


The true source of Prague’s Radio 
Vlava is Dresden, East Germany. An­ 
nouncing that some small businesses 
can be operated by their proprietors is 
like announcing that how encouraging 
it is for a man to drown in 12 feet of 
water instead of 20.
